ALVESTON, July 19.—That 
Gen. Trevino has been super- 
| seded in the command of the 
Mexican armies of the north by Gen. 
Emilio Caballero, by order of Car- 
ran, was the statement of a wel- 
known oll man from Tampico, who 
arrived here today. 

“Just before I left Tampico,” he 
said, “I learned that Carranza had 
appointed Emilio Caballero general 
commanding the armies of the north, 
thus making him the superior officer 
of Gen. Trevino, who heretofore had 
been in supreme command. The 
significance of this change can only 
be appreciated by a person familiar 
with Mexican politics and with the 
men affected by Cerranza’s action. 

“Gen. Trevino is one of the few 
old school military men in the de 
facto government's army. He is a 
graduate of Chapultepec, was highly 
thought of by Porfirio Diaz, was a 
friend of many of the men prominent 
in the Cientifico party and is a thor- 
oughly trained commander of troops 
and scientific fighter. His soldiers 
respect him and idolize him. That 
is why Gen. Caballero has been put 
over him, ostensibly by Carranza, but 
in reality by Gen. Obregon, Minister 
of War, the most powerful man in 
Mexico today. | 

“Caballero has been military Gov- 
ernor of the State of Tarmaulipas 
He ts of humble origin, is unedu- 
cated, rough, domineering and a 
pronounced ‘gringo hater.’ As Gov. 
ernor he has shown his dislike for 
Americans in a thousand ways. He 
has issued decrees calculated to hurt 
their interests, particularly in the 
oll fields. 

“Gen. Caballero came to Tampico 
with Gen. Emiliano P. Navarrete, 
from Mexico City, a few days ago 
while I was in Tampico. They wore 
khaki uniforms with silver buttons. 
All the other soldiers wore much 
soiled and generally ragged cotton 
clothing. But they had fine rifles 
made in the United States, and belts 
and bandoliers filled with cartridges 
made in Connecticut and thoughtful- 
ly supplied them by kind permission 
of the Uni States government.

The prisoners, who sald they 
were members of a band commanded 
by Martin Lopez, a notorious Villa 
Heutenant, asserted that they had 
been cut off from the main Villa 
army after the recent fight at Jim- 
inez and were on their way to the 
Big Bend district of Texas. After 
the Jiminez engagement, they said, 
they made their way into the Provi- 
dencia Valley, west of here, where 
they remained in hiding several 
days, finally being forced by hunger 
to attack the train, which they did 
not expect to carry a military escort. 

A loosened rail brought the train 
to a stop, but before the outlaws 
could board it the guard detrained 
and attacked. The bandits fied 
sou*hward afoot, leaving all their 
horses, the prisoners and several 
dead in the hands of the govern- 
ment troops, who suffered no cas- 
ualties. 

The prisoners explained that be- 
fore attacking the train it had been 
arranged that if they were success- 
ful they would not attempt to rejoin

“Which one of these rooms do you 
want the picture of your vacant lot 
to be hung in?“ is the question the 
City Beautiful Association is asking 
of Pasadena property owners.

EMETERY REPORT 
PLACES NO BLAME. 


{LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
SANTA MONICA, July 19.—As- 
tonishing details regarding burials 
in Woodlawn Cemetery have come 
to light upon the filing of the report 


who was appointed to investigate 
the records of the burial place, fol- 
‘several months ago. — 

As the result of the investigation 
and the remedies suggested in the re- 
po it is believed here that many 
of complicating details will be 
eliminated by a new system to be 
adopted. 

According to Mr. Lawson's report, 
there were several hundred un- 
known graves, and some money had 
been collected in the past that had 
never been turned over to the city. 
When or where ehis was done. was 
not disclosed by the report, 1 


suggests that maps 
d diagrams be prepared to indi- 
te the owner and lo@ation of each 
grave: that a sinking fund be cre- 
ated to care for grayes, as he says 
money paid in for that purpose was 
not so used in some ihstances, and 
that more accurate check be kept 
on each burial, as for instance as 
is being done now. Mr. Lawson de- 
cries attempts to keep the condition 
of the cemetery from public knowl- 
edge. He says: 
“Another result of the situation 
is advertising of the wrong sort. A 
stranger would not have a good im- 
pression of this city if he were told, 
as many have been told, that it was 
not known where his relative or 
friend was buried, Imagine his feel- 
ings and state of mind when he 
learns that they are searching for 
his relative’s burial place with a 
rod or by digging trenches. These 
are the ugly facts and there is no 
need of their repression. If the peo- 
ple could have had some of the 
stench of the cemetery conditions 
long ago, the condition of the ceme- 
tery would have been different. 
Mr. Lawson declares that to sup- 
pose that the errors of the past and 
the possible ones of the future are 
corrected so far is a mistake and 
that it will take time to clear up the | 
whole situation., | 
It was shown that for a number 
of years the only-way in some in- 
stances that those in charge of the 
cemetery had to ascertain if a lot 
were occupied was to prod the grave 
with an iron rod, or to dig trenches. 
Some time ago the jdea of accurate- 
ly recording the burials was given 
up, as there was no telling whether 
several bodies were buried in the 
same lot, or grave. It was, and is 
now believed that hundreds of 
burials were m ' for which there

CHICAGO, July 19.—Crowds 
gathered in the vicinity of No, 320 
Irving avenue, where yesterday the 
negro, Henry P. McIntyre, sent four 
people to their deaths and was him- 
self, together with his wife, later 
killed, gave rise to fears of possible 
race rioting today, and caused fifty 
policemen to be dispatched to the 
scene. They dispersed the crowd 
quickly and the dapger was de- 
clared averted, 

To prevent further difficulty ne- 
groes were ordered by the police to 
keep off the streets. They obeyed 
promptly. Extra policemen were 
placed on guard in the district as a 
precaution, | 

It developed today that back of 
the murders of yesterday was an un- 
served warrant charging McIntyre 
with disturbing the peace. A police- 
man sent Monday night to serve the 
paper found McIntyre away from 
home. He decided to wait until 
morning. 

Reports from local hospitals today 
indicated that the police officers and 


others wounded in yesterday's trag- 


edy probably would recover, 

Among the effects found in Me- 
Intyre's house after the bodies had 
been removed was a letter which he 
had written Prince Menelik of Abys- 
sinia, It was sent in January, 1915, 
and returned unopened in April, 
1916. In it MeIntyre proposed col- 
onizging American negroes in Abys- 
sinia,. stating that he had “organ- 
ized a church and also an immigra- 
tion league in the name of the Abys- 
einlan government,” although he 
knew nothing “about the country or

taught me or I read in books, dear

Woman Says Railroad Broke 
Faith with Her. 


Es pee Exculpates Itself as a 
Moral Censor. 
— 

Reversing: the judgment of Su- 
perior Judge Bennett of Kern coun- 
ty, who awarded the plaintiffs dam- 
ages in the sum of $20,000; the State 
Supreme Court has ruled in the case 
of Charlotte E. Ayers and her hus- 
band, C. W. Ayers, against the 
Southern Pacific. 

Mrs. Ayers claimed 3 the 
sum of $30,000, alleging that her 
restaurant and hotel at Moron had 
been injured to that extent by rea- 
son of the fact that the Southern 
Pacific had allowed persons to open 
saloons and restaurants where liquor 
was sold. As a result, she claimed, 
she had lost most of her business. 
‘It was claimed that the Soutlſern 
Pacific, in starting the town, had 
published a general plan or pro- 
gramme, that recited that no alco- 
holic liquor should be sold or given 


away in the municipality. It was 
also asserted that it was agreed that 
all deeds to lots in the town“should 
contain the anti-liquor clause, and a 
violation of its provisions would 
mean a reversion of the property to 
the company. 

Relying on this arrangement, it

was ed, Mrs. Ayers built and 
opened ai hotel in January, 
1910, but in a little while sev- 


eral saloons were established and 
liquor sold, in defiance of the agree- 
ment or understanding, she claimed, 
and to her financial loss. 

On the subject of the agreement, 
the court says: “Even if this be re- 
garded as a promise, rather 
than a prediction and a promise 
that was not fulfilled, or of which 
performance was refused, it does not 
amount to a fraud.” It appeared 
that 8. C. Birchard wag the agent in 
the sale of the land, and that the 
deeds or contracts contained no 
that liquor should not be 
sold. 
The Supreme Court also reversed 
the Superior Court of Los Angeles 
county that nonsuited the complaint 
filled by John F. Lassen against the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, for dam- 
ages suffered by the plaintiff while 
employed as a machinists’ helper in 
the Los Angeles shops. The case 
must now be tried on ite merits.

This afternoon Mrs. Mary Miller 
of No. 937 West Fiftieth street, Los 
Angeles, positively identified him as 
a man who rebbed her of two dia- 
mond rings yesterday noon.<-The two 
rings were found in Harris's pos- 
session when he was arrested last 
night. One of the diamonds is worth 
$200, the other not so much. 

The man was taken into the police 
station on mere suspicion. He had 
tried to sell a diamond ring to Mel 
Smith, a jeweler, and Smith called 
an officer. Not over five hours previ- 
ously City Marshal Jernigan had re- 
ceived a circular from the Califor- 
nia Bankers’ Association describing 
Harris and giving a picture of him. 
This circular was for the forgery 
at. Pittsburg. 

Learning of a diamond robbery in 
Los Angeles, the City Marshal sent 
for Mrs. Miller. Her description of 
the two rings preceded her positive 
identification of them. 

“I advertised the diamonds for 
sale,” said Mrs. Harris. “This man 
came to my house twice on Sunday 
to look at them. He said he was a 
diamond broker. Monday he drove 
up in front of the house in a Ford 
automobile. He came in and agreed 
to buy the rings. He asked for a 
receipt, and I turned around to get 
a pencil. He had the rings in his 
hand, as he had been looking at 
them. As I turned around he walked 
calmly away, jumped into his auto- 
mobile, and rode away.” 

Two pawn tickets were found in 
Harris's shoes. One was for $6.50

Diego Loan and Jewelry Company on 
July & and the other was for $1.50 
on a signet ring from the Rudnick 
Jewelry and Loan Office.

Harris told the City Marshal he 
was willing to go back to Pittsburg.

The citizen of military age who is not 
willing to take up arms for the defense of

No nation can maintain its unity or pros-

New York if the defense and assault were 
on the same scale as the campaigns waged 
in Europe.

THE PREPAREDNESS WE 
FACE IN MEXICO. 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES}

HE Mexicans as a whole are not 
militaristic. In the mass, they 
are peaceful agriculturists 
whose dominant passion is leve of 
their little landholdings. Compared 
with the total population, the “fight- 
ing Mexicans” are relatively few. 
Until the occasion arose for the 


dispatch of American troops to the 


border by former President Taft, 
there had persisted, from the time 
of the Mexican War, in the Mexican 
heart a wholesome respect, tempered 
by fear, for the genius American. On 
the day before President Taft issued 
his order, Americans in Mexico City 
were hustled off the sidewalks; on 
the day after, the most impudent of 
those Mexico City bullies hastily 
took to the gutter. This is not mere 
antithesis; it is literal fact. 

With the withdrawal of those 
troops from the border, Americans 
resident in Mexico again became 
“gringos,” the Mexican equivalent 
of our own contemptuous “greaser” 
for a Mexican. The withdrawal from 
Vera Cruz later was the deathblow 
to our prestige. : 

It is true enough that there exists 
no Mexican nation: indeed, there 
has never existed so much as a Mexi- 
can people. At best, the population 
of Mexico has been and is an ag- 
glomeration of Indian tribes and half 
breeds only slightly more coherent 
than were the Aztecs. Such organiza- 
tions as they can effect are merely 
those of so many clans or tribal ad- 
herents, attached to individual chief- 
tains during the periods of their 
ascendency. 

While they are so little united, every 
leader they have had who declared 
they would unite against the detested 
Americans, was strictly accurate of 
statement. They have been told, 
and they implicitly believe, that the 
Americans intend to take away thoir 
land, for which they care 
for anything else in the world. 


The United States confronts not 


only a population welded together by 
enmity but inspired now by a com- 
plete confidence that ig holds over 
us an ample military superiority. In 
practical consequences, that means 
we shall have on our hands a really 
large and extraordinarily difficult 
war, with guerrilla operations, as an 
appendix remaining continually pain- 
ful until it shall have been totally 
exterminated. 3 

Carranza today can put into the 
field against us probably 80,000 men 
fairly well armed and equipped, but 
habituated to a species of manana 
warfare and a lack of discipline 
that should prove our best allies. 
But they know the country; they 
will dispense with all but a very few 
hours of sleep, and they will travel 
long marches without commissary 
or equipment trains. 

Thére is no doubt that Carranza 
is well prepared for the eventuality. 
He has been purchasing ammunition 
for years and he has anticipated the 
United States on “prepa ” to 
an extent for which, now, only our 
emergency munition plants can 
make adequate amends. But all es- 


timates frofessing even near accu-. 


racy as to his importations—includ- 
ing even the latest United States 
government reports of monthly ex- 
ports to Mexico—must be regarded 
as untrustworthy. Smuggling has 
prevailed to an extent sufficient in 
itself to upset all calculations on 
the one hand while on the other 
United States government figures of 
small arms ammunition exports can 
take no account of the empty car- 
tridge cases which may have re- 
Span boxes presumed to be full. 

exican government agents may 
have concluded that they needed the 
money themselves.

manufacture of small-arm and rapid- 


fire gun ammunition have been op- 
erating for years past at full capac- 
ity and, on the whole, it is to be 
assumed that the de facto govern- 
ment is in position, so far as muni- 
tions go, to carry On a long cam- 
paign, however effective any Amer- 
fean blockade in the future may 
prove. 

If the war should last a year Car- 
ranza, or any successor of his, will 


assuredly have in the field against 


us an army of 200,000 effectives. 
The number may appear small in 
view of Mexico's total population. 
But the Mexicans,.in the mass, are 
not a fighting people. ‘Those 200,000 
effectives, who represent the maxi- 
mum available, will be enough to 
engage the frequently divided atten- 


tion of an equal number of first-class 


American troops, for they are past 
masters in the art of fighting so as 
to fight another day, and it will be 
dificult for American strategists to 
force great, set engagements. 

The conflict will be curtailed, with 
a vast saving of life and treasure 
on the part of this country, if we 
deliver at the start a series of crush- 
ing blows. Any paltering, any in- 


efficiency that results either in m- 


nor defeats of our forces or in drawn 
battles, is certain to add to the con- 
fidence of the enemy and to increase 
his available fighting strength. 

Intervention was predestined when- 
ever Porfirio Diaz should dgop the 
reins he had so long, so mercilessly 
but so capably held. The task is 
not one of a year, or of a decade. 
Once we undertake the pacification 
of Mexico, the real problem will re- 
veal itself—a long, practically a per- 
manent’ labor of education and civ- 
ilization, compared with which our 
toil in the Philippines has been but 
a preliminary training. As a na- 
tion we do not as yet suspect that 
destiny.

CIVIC CENTER ASSOCIATION IS 
AGAINST DIVERSON.

Resolutions Assert that Water 
Revenue Funds are Needed for 
Necessary Work—Extension of 
Western-avenue Main is Called 
Imperative Improvement. 


Asserting that the proposed diver- 
sion of $500,000 from the water rev- 
enue fund should not be considered, 
copies of resolutions adopted by the 
Exposition Park Civic Center Asso- 
ciation were received yesterday by 
the Mayor and members of the City 
Council and the Board of Public 
Service Commissioners. One of the 
association's strong arguments 
against the proposed diversion is that 
it would leave the water department 
without the funds needed to extend 
the Western-avenue water main. 

The Exposition Park Civic Center 
Association, the resolutions state, 
Tepresents over 25,000 residents of 
the southwestern portion of the city. 
These people are served, according 
to the resolutions, by small private 
water companies which maintain an 
inefficient pressure and have no se- 


eure supply for fre protection. 


The resolutions set forth that that 
district “is subject to taxation for 
the purpose of meeting payments on 
the aqueduct debt, and is therefore 
entitled to the benefits of the acque- 
duct supply, to the extent of having 
the work, by which the water may 
be brought to and distributed 
through the territory, enlarged and 
improved s0 as to give the service 
needed.” 

The resolutions further urge 
Mayor Sebastian and the City Coun- 
cil to support the Board of Public 
Service Commissioners in its an- 
nounced purpose of employing the 
water revenues for the current year 
in making nec extensions and 
improvements in the municipal wa- 
ter system.

The story is that Mr. Hullinger 
made a lease with the Big Sespe for 
160 acres of improved oil land in 
1909.
